Flowers and felicitations, words of

November of 1006, and purchased an 
oriiuge ranch of eight acres at Coviiiu, 
which he afterwards sold, and him- 
self and his only child.

acreage planted in potatoes. He said 
there were 800 acres of the regular 
white spuds growing within a mile 
of the store, and 200 acres of sweet 
potatoes. There were 1000 acres of 
oranges already planted, or in the 
process of being set out. One man 
•was leveling forty acres, and was 
bringing in his trees to set the whole 
forty to aligator pears, a high-priced 
Mexican fruit, or South American, 
that is much liked by the leisure class 
found in Los Angeles hotels. 


And this is something of the acre- 


age of Baldwin Park. It has nothing 
to do with the potato aud walnut acre- 
age of what is known as West Covina 
or Walnut Center and Bassett, these 
places lying directly south of Baldwin 
Park. There are over 4000 acres of 
•walnuts on the south, nearly all of 
•which is planted to potatoes and al- 
falfa between the trees as an inter- 
mediate crop. As Kipling says—that's 
another story.

good in Covina during the last two 
years had their eyes open to t.he op- 
portunity in Baldwin Park. They are 
Messrs. Viney and Milliken of the Co- 
vina Lumber Company, and they now 
have a lumber yard at this point. New 
houses, barns, pump houses, 
tank- 


houses, and buildings of all kinds are 
springing up over the plain like mush- 
rooms in wet weather, and this lum- 
ber firm is getting the business. The 
Baldwin Park people like these young 
business men. and business is coming 
their way. The lumber yard is situ- 
ated in a triangle at a point near 
both the tracks of the Southern Pa- 
cific railroad and the Pacific: Electric, 
and is also on the new county boule- 
vard that, runs directly through the 
town of Baldwin Park. 


There are men and women in the 


BCKialqn..;. 
for amusement and recreation, as well 
as the utilitarian things of life. The 
women have built a serviceable and 
attractive club-house, facing the boule- 
vard, where the entertainments of the 
locality are held. And there has been 
a piece of ground about three-quar- 
ters of an acre reserved, where a 
country club will be built this sum- 
mer. The building is to be built with 
the idea to beauty and comfort, and 
will be a place where the men of the 
community may entertain friends who 
are out from the city to look over 
the growing and prosperous country. 
Irrigating water is to be piped into a 
big cement pool, to be used as a 
plunge, and the house will be fitted up 
with all the 
hot-weather 
comforts, 


such as shower-baths and cool pergo- 
las and porches. 


Another will pass while we are all 


busy with our own affairs, and some 
day we will be riding through on the 
cars and will have to ask for the name 
of this village. There will then be a 
big school building in the mission 
style of architecture, a new store 
building where 
the 
old one now 


stands, and the land in every direc- 
tion will be dotted with ne^v homes. 
The old barley fields have already en- 
tirely disappeared. 
Five years ago 


these barley fields crept up to the 
store in the center of the village. That 
store was then very small. F. H. Mc- 
Donald, who now runs this store, is 
doing a business of $4000 a month. 
D. J. Shultis. one of the prime mov- 
ers in all enterprises in this village, 
will begin the erection of a new store 
and postofflce within a few weeks. 
The lumber is on the ground for the 
building of a hay and grain store, 
which will be owned and operated by 
Fred Heintz.

Many 
Covina people are buying in the Bald- 
win Park district, but not so many as 
come from other places, although sev- 
eral Covina orange growers have re- 
cently bought and will set out to or- 
anges at once.

The pumping plant is situated 
near 


the home of W. L. Griffiths, at the 
foot of Lark Ellen street, and has a 
Pomona deepwell pumphead of the 
No. 58 type, driven by 
electricity 


from the Pacific Light & Power Com- 
pany. This pump is lifting water 225 
feet to the surface, and 05 feet to the 
shoulder of the hills on the south. It 
pumps 65 California miner's inches. 


Another well of the same size, with 


practically the same machinery, is 
now in operation. This well has been 
drilled by David Overholtzer, and wa- 
ter in abundance 
has been found. 


Messrs. Bennett and Bainbridge were 
in Pomona on Thursday, negotiating 
for the well machinery, and it is ex-

"Coal Oil Oranges." 


A subscriber at National City sends 


to the Cultivator a clipping from a 
Philadelphia paper describing seizure 
from 
Philadelphia commission 
< mer- 


chants of oranges saturated with* coal 
oil, 
by Harry F. Cassidy, Philadelphia 


agent for the state dairy and food 
commission. It was explained to the 
food agent that the oranges had been 
subectcd to a coal oil test to sort 
frozen oranges from the good fruit 
"This explanation is doubted by Cas- 
sidy, however, for the reason that the 
oranges saturated with coal oil are 
labeled as grown and packed by the 
Redlands, California, Fruit Associa- 
tion. And Cassidy has never before 
heard of frost menacing oranges in 
that section of the country. The odor 
of coal oil is easily detected and the 
oil has soaked entirely through the 
orange, which leaves an oily taste in 
the mouth." Agent Cassidy is reported 
as saying, "We will show in time just 
what the purpose of the coal oil treat- 
ment is. These coal oil oranges are 
being sold mainly to the poor of the 
city from the commission houses in 
Front, Second and Pine streets, but 
the law protects the food supply of 
the poor as well as the food supply 
of the rich, and it is high time for 
these merchants to realize that fact." 


California orange growers arise to 


state that they have no designs on 
rhe stomachs of Philadelphia's poor, 
neither do they intend to ruin their 
market in Philadelphia or anywhere 
else by shipping "coal oil oranges." 
This incident adds to the weight of 
evidence against the distillate bath 
test for frozen fruit which has been 
tried out this season.—California Cul- 
tivator.

Eight hundred people heard the baccalaureate address in the high 


school auditorium Sunday night. They were not Methodists nor Map- 
lists. Episcopalians, Presbyterians, nor Christian Scientists. 
They 


were not followers of any creed, but simply the fathers and mothers. 
brothers arid sisters and friends of twenty-two young men and women 
who were to graduate from Covina's highest institute of learning. 
Four pastors without creed sat on the stage. One of them delivered 
the address. 


Ordinarily, these same ministers preach to smaller audiences, in 


smaller buildings, less beautiful surroundings, with less inspiration 
urging them on to do their best. There seemed to be but one i-dea— 
that God is the Great Dean of the University of the I'niverse, and 
that Christ is the Master of the School of Life. Nothing wa.s said 
about salvation through sprinkling or complete immersion, or the 
efficacy of wine or water at Communion. The Apostles' Creed was not 
recited, either revised, amended, curtailed or modified. No one was 
warned that they will go to hell if they play whist. Why? 


Because it is out of place to preach aught but the essentials to an 


audience made up of members from every church in the locality: 
because the audience was non-sectarian; because the class as an 
entity is non-sectarian: because the schools of Covina and the I'nited 
States are non-sectarian—but principally, because those young men 
and women have been educated in a modern bouse of learning, in a 
modern age. have accepted the precepts of modern teachers, are em-
